The new OPA plan designed to 
assure the return of outstanding 
gasoline ration coupons for all 
new and used 
automobiles 
and 
trucks that are sold is now in ef­ 
fect. Persons buying new or used 
cars from anyone, either a dealer 
or private transaction, must ob­ 
tain from the seller, a duplicate re­ 
ceipt in order to be eligible for 
a gasoline ration. The owner of a 
vehicle m ust return to the board 
in person or by mail all unused 
ration coupons issued for the ve­ 
hicle he intends to sell. 
A fter the board receives the cou­ 
pons a ‘receipt for surrender gaso­ 
line rations’ will be issued in du­ 
plicate.

Brendan states 
that he has been under fire and

countries is very bad, and thinks 
th at Malta is by far the worst. He 
|\ as at Port iii Malta, when it had 
"one of its w orst bombings. 
During the entire nine months 
Brendan received no personal mail, 
and it was only upon arrival in 
this country last week, and upon 
galling home from the east that he 
d a rn e d 
of his 
m other’s death, 
which occurred last summer. He 
did receive a bundle of Arlington 
Heights Heralds while at the port 
of Alexandria, but his personal 
mail always seemed about two 
-jtorts behind. 
The international 
fled Cross had attem pted to reach 
a1! three Roche boys ai the time 
of their m other’s death, but due 
to their sea duty failed to accom­ 
plish this. 
Brendan was at sea on Christ- ] 
j|uas day, and stated that the only 
Thing th at m arked the day as any j 
different was the turkey dinner..

air corps in Italy, who listened 


Richard of the coast guard, has 
served his two years of duty do­ 
ing beach duty, patrol duty, and 
in runs off the coast of Norway 
and the Azores. 
Following the 
present furlough, he will report 
to Little Creek, Virginia, where he 
will instruct armed guards. Rich­ 
ard is a Seaman Second class. 
While in the M editerranean area 
and so closely associated with the 
British, Brendan looked twice at 
every American, to see if he could 
spot one from home. He did not 
find any one he knew, but did meet

W riting from Italy is Franklin 
Bublitz of Arlington Heights. 
“I finally landed in Italy. We 
flew all the way, landed in a lot 
of places, and I enjoyed the trip. 
All the way always managed to 
have a good 
time wherever we 
stopped. 
At one stop in Brazil, 
champayne was so cheap that we 
managed to get all we wanted. 
“Things aren't so very bad here 
—could be a lot worse. We’re liv­ 
ing in some old 
Italian barracks 
and little by little we’re getting 
them fixed 
to the point 
where 
they’re liveable and half way com­ 
fortable. The chow isn’t half bad 
—always manage to get enough— 
only trouble is sweating out the 
chow line. Seems th at my appe­ 
tite has increased quite a bit since 
I came here—maybe it’s the Ital­ 
ian wine that does it. It’s quite 
cheap here and there’s plenty of 
it. It sells for four cents a glass 
—fifty cents a bottle. Some of the 
better grades run a little higher. 
“Sure was surprised to see the 
differences in the customs of the 
people—everything seems so dif­ 
ferent. You see very few cars— 
people use carts drawn by either 
horses, mules or ponies. 
Their 
dress is slightly different from ours 
also, most of the younger people 
seem to dress the way we do, but 
the older people seem to hang onto 
their old customs. 
“As a whole things aren’t too 
expensive in town. A fair price 
for a shave and haircut is IO cents, 
oranges and tangerines are plenti­ 
ful arid are fairly cheap. The only 
expensive thing I’ve found so far 
is candy.”

Our service star No. 7 from the 
office, represented by Harold Bau­ 
er of Arlington Heights, writes 
from San Diego, California, where 
he is stationed with the marines. 
“Tell Dick he can have California 
any time. The only thing we have 
out here is liquid sunshine and 
when there is no liquid sunshine 
we freeze to death in the morning, 
sweat our head off in the after­ 
noon, and freeze while we’re sleep­ 
ing. 
“Pm getting the paper pretty 
regular now and does it feel good 
to be reading it in peace without 
watching the press and to read of j 
some of the guys I used to hang 
around with. 
“I’m out on the rifle range now 
and things are a lot different here 
than at the base. Instead of get­ 
ting up at 5:30 a. rn., we get up 
at 5, except Sundays, 6 a. rn., and 
is that killing me. When I get a 
furlough I think I’m going to sleep 
it away. To top it off we go to 
bed at 8:30 or 9:00 p. rn. That’s 
the Marine’s life.

We have to 
keep a stove going for an hour to 
get heat in the place and then some 
fresh air fiend has to open all the 
windows so we

that we own over us to keep warm, 
even our rain coat anil sea bags. 
In the morning it’s too warm in 
our bed to get up.

Vets to college 


With the thought in mind th at 
there are doubtless many veterans 
being discharged meekly from the 
m ilitary forces who m ay wish to 
resum e their college 
educations, 
officials of the Public Inform ation 
Council of the Illinois State Teach­ 
ers Colleges today called attention 
to certain changes in the law re ­ 
garding veterans m ade a t the last 
session of the legislature. 
Scholarship laws were amended 
so as to aw ard a teachers college 
scholarship to any 
veteran 
who 
served in the m ilitary forces at 
any tim e between Sept. 16, 1940 
and the term ination of the pres­ 
ent war, providing th at such v et­ 
eran presents the necessary en­ 
trance qualifications with respect 
to the school at which he is seek­ 
ing a scholarship. 
Any veteran 
within this classification who de­ 
sires to take 
advantage of this 
scholarship 
was 
urged 
by 
the 
Council to get in touch a t once 
with the teachers college which he 
may wish to attend. 
A second provision affecting ed­ 
ucation requires the departm ent of 
registration and education to pro­ 
vide, so fa r as funds are available, 
for m atriculation and tuition fees, 
board, room, rent of books and 
supplies for the benefit of children, 
domiciled in tho State of Illinois, 
of veterans of either W orld W ar 
I or W orld W ar II, who m ay have 
been killed in action subsequent to 
December 6, 1943, 
or who died 
from other causes in either w ar, 
who are attending or may attend 
“a State educational institution of 
a secondary or college grade, a 
business 
college, 
or 
any 
high 
school, vocational train in g school, 
or other educational institution in 
the S tate.” A m aximum of $150 
is allowed.

Reaching us from Washington, 
D. C. is weekly news letter No. 7 
from Stan Wilkins of Arlington 
Heights. 
Wilkins News Letter 
No. 7 
Published occasionally and re­ 
porting in great detail just how 
one S. J. Wilkins is winning the 
war. 
“Here it is, a whole year since 
Wilkins started out to win this 
war in person and the darn thing 
is still SNAFU. However, we are 
making some progress and if you 
folks will continue to hold down the 
home front, I’ll continue to hold 
down a chair here and maybe be­ 
tween us we can finish up most of 
it in ’44. 
“Somehow the pattern of this 
war links itself in my mind in a 
series 
of 
parallels 
with 
the 
changes in the Pentagon and sur­ 
rounding territory during this past 
year. 
When I first arrived the 
building was about two-thirds com­ 
pleted and only a skeleton of any 
road system was in evidence. Ev­ 
erything was in a fever of con­ 
struction. 
Material 
being deliv­ 
ered by an unending stream of 
trucks. Steam shovels, bulldozers, 
graders and dump trucks every­ 
where and all going 
like 
mad. 
Squalid shacks, seemingly unfit for 
anything, but nevertheless being 
lived (sic) in by Negroes, were 
razed and the debris carted away 
practically 
over 
night. 
Huge 
trucks were loaded with dirt at 
one spot, driven only a few blocks 
away and then dumped, in what 
looked like the old boondoggling 
days of the early 30’s. In the of­ 
fices already set up in the partly 
completed building the same feel­ 
ing was noticeable. The Army was 
being constructed much like the 
Pentagon. Throwing out antiquat­ 
ed methods that had been useful in 
a previous generation was like raz­ 
ing the old shacks. Both had out­ 
lived 
their 
usefulness. 
Moving 
mountains of dirt and grading were 
similar to moulding a gigantic 
Army into shape and leveling out 
the rough spots. The vast amount 
of material being delivered at all 
hours of the day and night was a 
problem of supply as workmen had 
to be kept in material. This was 
typical of our w ar effort at that 
time—supply and more supply— 
only they invented a ten cent word 
for it called “logistics.” 
“Suddenly one realizes all this 
has changed. Gone is all the equip­ 
ment and in its place are roads, 
dormitories, 
sidewalks, 
s t r e e t 
lights and large 
gently sloping 
landscaped areas. 
Gone are the 
workmen from the building and 
gone from the faces of the War 
Departm ent personnel is that look 
of bewilderment and uncertainty. 
You realize suddenly th at here is 
a completed job. One minute con­ 
struction and confusion 
and the 
next, literally, completion and ser­ 
enity. Well, I can dream can’t I ? 
And besides, miracles do happen. 
Look at the Notre Dame-Great 
Lakes game. 
“Aside from these rare interludes 
of dream ing (not during working 
hours, of course) things continue 
in much the same fashion. We go 
on our weekly treasure hunts and 
if lucky come up with a half pound 
of butter. Once in a while we hit 
the jack pot and get a roast beef. 
“The weather has been well nigh 
onto perfect. During the so-called 
cold wave a week or so ago the 
lowest we had 
was IG 
degrees 
above. There has been no snow; 
in fact there has been no indica­ 
tion that any was imminent, ai- I 
though til ere have been heavy falls j 
much farther south.
